Thanklgivina appointed by the civil magistrate to return thanks to God 
for the great mercies and benefits which they have enjoyed. 


•During the past year w« hava been highly blessed. 
No great calam- 


ities or flood or tempest or epidemic of sickness has bafallan us. 
Wo 


have lived in quietness, undisturbed by wars or rumors of wars. Peace 
and the plenty of bounteous cropa and of great industrial production ani- 
mate a cheerful and resolute people to all the renewed energies of ban- 
eficent industry and material and moral progress. 
It is altogether fit- 


ting that wa should humbly and gratefully acknowledge tha Divine sourci 
of these blessings. 
"Therefore, I hereby appoint Thursday, the 25th day-of November, as 


a day of general thanksgiving and I call upon the people on that day, 
jaying aside their usual vocations, to repair to their churches and unite 
in appropriate services of praise and thanksgiving to Almighty God.
